our  first  computer-made  report  card,  laughed  at  our  nameless 
school  newspaper,  voted  for  all  those  student  government  and 
class  officers,  danced  at  the  first  dance,  studied  health  for 
twelve  straight  weeks,  bought  an  Oakton  notebook  and  a  Cougar 
sweater,  finally  found  out  what  CEEC  was,  visited  an  art  exhibit 
in  the  art  department,  rejoiced  at  the  first  snow  day,  and  froze 
while  the  heating  plant  was  repaired.
